MARKET NON-LAYING HENS 
AND SAVE FEED SUPPLIES 
Many hens are nearing the end 
of their best laying period and be­ 
ca u se of the present feed situation, 
th e se hens should be marketed as 
i they go out of production. 
Hens usually develop many pin 
feathers, lose body weight, and de­ 
preciate in market value during the 
first six 
weeks after they 
start 
molting. 
Poultry growers usually 
!ind 
that 
these hens have 
their 
highest market value for meat im ­ 
mediately before they start m olt­ 
ing. 
By marketing the non-laying 
hens, they reduce the amount of 
feed 
required by their flocks and 
thus help to conserve the national 
leed supply. 
Poultry extension specialists 
of 
the Pennsylvania State college are 
suggesting that poultry growers cull 
their laying flocks frequently, pre­ 
ferably each week, and that this is 
not a sacrifice but a good poultry 
management practice to follow. 


SAVE STORED GRAIN BV 
CONTROLLING INSECTS 
Insects that feed on grain and 
other feed in storage destroy large 
amounts of these products annually. 
The high temperatures that ordin­ 
arily occur in September are very 
favorable to 
the 
development 
of 
these insects. Where grain is stored 
in the mow after harvest and not 
threshed until late in the fall, tlie 
loss has reached as high as 50 per 
cent. 
The damage from these iiweets Is 
not often recognized until the gram 
in the bins begins to heat or a mat 
of webbed grains forms over the 
surface of the stored grain. 
In 
some instances, the seriousness of 
an infection is not recognized until 
late October or November. By that 
time the temperatures are so low 
that the use of control practices is 
a waste of material and effort. 
But i 
j these temperatures are not always 
low enough to stop the insect feed­ 
ing and the loss continues. 
The time to prevent the loss of 
grain is before it is put in the bins. 
The first step is to clean up scatter­ 
ed grain in the barn and granary. 
When the bins are empty they can 
be sprayed with a contact spray that 
will get into cracks or corners of 
the bins which are difficult to clean 
by other means. 
These suppression practices are 
outlined in a memeographed circu­ 
lar, "Stored G rain Insect Control,” 
which may be obtained from the 
Agricultural Extension Office. No. 
206 Post Office Building, New Cas­ 
tle. 


cumulated dirt and dried droppings. 
A scraper helps speed up this job. 
W ater under pressure 
also 
saves 
time and labor. 
When scrubbing is necessary, the 
use of a hot lye solution makes an 
effective cleansing and disinfecting 
agent, according to poultry exten­ 
sion specialists of the Pennsylvania 
State College. 
One can of lye is 
used with 20 to 30 gallons of water. 
In handling this material the poul- 
trym an should be cautious to avoid 
painful burns. 


CONTROL PEACH TREE BORERS 
NOW 
Many peach trees in Lawrence 
county were damaged or killed d ur­ 
ing the past year by the peach tree 
borers. 
Thus insect enters the tree 
at the ground level and eats its way 
into the trunk causing enormous 
damage. 
After spending the fall 
and winter months in the tree the 
borer emerges as an adult in 
the 
spring and summer, lays eggs, and 
the cycle is repeated. Injuries from 
the peach tree borers ran be reduced 
or prevented by proper treatment 
during the early fall months. 
If an examination of the peach 
tree shows that borers are present 
a fine wire may be run into each 
hole so that the borer is killed. This 
requires sometime and Is not satis­ 
factory for a large number of trees. 
The use of the chemical, Paradich- 
lorobenzene 
to kill the borers is 
recommended. 
Instructions for its 
use may be obtained from the Ag­ 
ricultural Extension Office. No. 206 
Post Office Building, New Castle. 


HOME GARDENERS CAN MAKE 
COMPOST HEAP 
Lawrence county home gardeners 
can make a compost of leaves, grass, 
or other refuse not infested with 
diseases or insects which may be 
carried over in the soil to the sue- i 
reeding crops. 
A compost pile is built up in 6- 
inch layers to about 5 teet high. On 1 
each successive layer is added com­ 
plete fertilizer at the rate of about 
5 pounds to 100 pounds of dry m a­ 
terial and 3 pounds of ground lime­ 
stone. 
Chicken or sheep manure 
with superphosphate may be sub.-ti- 
tuted for the fertilizer. 
Each suc­ 
cessive layer is composted by tram p­ 
ing and wetting down liberally with 
water. 


URGES 
FIRE 
P R E V E N T I O N 
RATHER THAN FIGHTING 
”Feed Fighters—Not Fires” is the 
slogan for Fire Prevention Week 
October 3 to 9. It is a warning to 
have the possibility of fire always 
before us and to "keep our house in 
order” with every week considered 
as a fire week. Good housekeeping 
is the best prevention. 
As 
a 
check 
on 
the 
conditions 
around the farm and home, an in­ 
spection should be made on every 
farm during Fire Prevention Week 
An inspection should include the 
examination of all chimneys to see 
that the morter joints are in good 
condition and that, wood farming 
does not come too close to the chim ­ 
ney for safety. 
All furnaces and stoves should 
be checked to see th at they are in 
suitablp condition so that hot coals 
or sparks cannot escape. The stove 
pipe should 
be examined at 
the 
same 
time. 
Lightning 
rods 
and 
1 cables should 
receive a 
thorough 
inspection, 
with special 
attention 
being paid to the ground connec­ 
tion. Electric, wires should be in 
condition 
so 
that sparks 
cannot 
result 
if 
m etal 
tools 
touch 
the 
wires. The fuses should be of proper 
size so that in case of a short cir­ 
cuit. fuses will be blown rather than 
have the wires become overheated. 
Boxes, papers and rubbish of all 
kinds should be removed from the 
basement 
and 
attic. 
Inflammable 
fuels should be stored in safe con­ 
tainers—preferably 
out 
of 
doors, j 
The storage for trucks, cars, and 
tractors should be examined and 
inflammable materials removed. 
If every farm owner in Lawrence 
county were to make an inspection j 
of his property twice a year and 
correct the hazards, rural lire losses 
could be reduced to a marked ex- j 
tent.

There are no set rules for the length of time meats can be stored at home. 
Any meat that is to be held for a long time should be frozen and wrapped 
in loose paper to permit circulation of air. Buy the right amount of meat so 
that left overs will not be kept too long. Meat that has been cooked must be 
carefully stored to prevent waste. Store it in the coldest part of the refrigerator 
where fresh meat is kept. When freezing meat as a method of preserving it, 
keep it frozen till it is to be cooked. Never let meat thaw and re freeze. To 
retain the fine fresh flavor in meats serve them as soon after buying as it is 
possible. All meats should be kept at a temperature below 40 degrees.
